Here begin the Conſtitutions of Kzng Canutus,

Theſe are the Conſtitutions,or Laws of 
the Foreſt , which I Canutus King, 
with the Advice of my Nobility, do 
Make and Eſtabliſh, That both 
Peace and Juſtice be done to all the 
(hurches of England, and that every 
Offender ſuffer according to his qua- 
lity, and the manner of his Offence.

11, Thele four [Chief-Men, 01 Verderors] ſhall 
have a Royal Power, ( ſaving in our preſence ) 
and four times in the year the general Oe- 
monſtrattfons. of: tke Forreſt,andthe fozfeitures 
of Vert and Veniſon (which the Engliſh call Mu- 
chehunt,) where : thep ſhall all of them . hold 
Clatm;: 02 Challenge. of any thing touching 
the Forrejſt,and ſhall go-to a Theeefold: Judge. 
ment ( which the Engliſh call Gang fordel:) ant 
thus the: Thee-fold- Judgment ſhall be. ob- 
tain'd; The party ſhall take with him five 0- 
thers, and he himſelf ſhalt make the ſixth, anv 
{o by ſwearing he fall: obtatn a Theeefold 
Judgment, 92 Tripple Dath. But the Purga- 
tion Of. Fire (02 Fiery Ordale) ſhall be by no means 
admitted, unieſs in ſuchcaſes where the naked 

Truth cannot otherwiſe be found out. - __

( 92 Verderors) of mp Foreſt, bear falſe witneſs, 
- and be thereof convicted, ſhall be tncapable fo2 

ever afterwards to be a witneſs, o2 give his 
Teſtimony tn any Cauſe, becauſe be hath loſt 
the benefit of the Law, and fo2 that his Crime 
he ſhall pay to the King Ten ſhillings ( which

ſhall the management of Cauſes, either Civt 
02 Criminal, of the Beaſts of the Foreſt; and of 
the Royal Beaſts, of the Cert, and of the Ue- 
hiſon, be one and the ſame : Fo2 the Crfme 
of Hunting hath been of old reputed (and not 
undeſervedly) amongſf the greateſt Dffences 
that could be committed in the Foreſt; but that 
of Qert is eſteemed ſo little-and trivial (ercept 
as it is a Breach of our:;Royal Chaſe ) That 
our Conſfitution o2 Foreſt-Law doth. (carcely 
take notice of it ; Nevertheleſs he that offends 
therein, is gutity of one of the Treſpaſſes of

Nevertheleſs cannot at all be reputed Beaſts 


of the Forreſt, as Wilde Horſes, Buffaloes, Wilde 


Cows, tf. AS fo? Foxes aRD Wolves, they are 
neither reckon'd as Beaſts of the Forreſt,o2 of 
Venery,and therefoze whoever kills any of them 
is out of all danger of Fozfeiture , 02 making 
any recompence, 02 amends fo2 the ſame 3 I2e- 

verthelets

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Of the F62eff Laws in general. 


JE is Reported by Intient Hiſftozians, That 
Foreſts have. been allways 1n this Kingdom 
from the firſt time that the ſame was! inhabt- 
ted. And the Authoz of Concordantia Hiſtoriarun 
tells us, That Gurgunrius the Son of Belyn, 
King of this Iſland, Bit make certatn Foreſts, 
2 pleaſure, in Wiltſhire ;-Andythat divers 


"wy 
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Kings have done the like, ſince his time. 

ich Foreſts, the Kings of this Kealm have 

allways maintained ;. and -p:eferven ( with 

divers Paivileges , and Laws app2oprtatey 

thereunto) as places 'of pleaſure, and delight, 
fo2 thetr-Royal Paſtime, and Diverſion. 

And when it happerrd that any 'Dffenders 
Entred- into thoſe Yavileg's Places, and 
Committed any Treſpaſs therein, they had 
very ſevere Puniſhments inflicted upon them, 
accozding tothe Laws then in fozce, which were 
very :grievous, and altogether uncertain, ac- 
coding to the Urbitrary and Unifmftted CUl 
ofthe King: And thus thoſe Laws were erecu- 
ted, and their Puntſhments continued, until 
about the year 1016, when Canutus the Dane be- 
came King of this Realm: Tho, delighting 
much tn Foreſts, Otd (fo? the better mainte- 
nance, and preſervation thcrecf) Effabliſh cer- 
tain Laws, o2- Conſtitutions peculier only to 
Foreſts: BY whtch,1t appears, That befoze hfs 
time, all Wild. Beaſts and Birds were ohly 
the Kings, and that no other perſon might kilf,: 
02 hurt them:' The King's ofi8ngland havinig, 
by their Pzerogative Royal, a'RightandP2t-! 
vilege in all ſuch things as none'oftheir Sub- 
jets could Challeng' any pzopertp in; _

0 it appears. by the Laws of St. Edward 
the Confeſior, That he did Confirm the-ſaid 
Law of Canutus, by a Sanction made in-his 
time, to this Effect, That it- ſhould be lawful:for 
every one of his Subjeas to Enjoy the benefit of his 
own Hunting, that he could any way have or make 
in his own Lands. Woods, or Fields; So that he did 
forbear+ to Hunt the King's Game in . his Highneſs 
Forreſts,or other Priviledged Places,on pain of loſing 
his life for ſuch Offence. k 
CUhich Laws were aftertbards. Confirmed 
by William the Conquero?, as appears tn the 
27 Chapter of the Book wherein his Laws'were 
Colleced,and digeſted; and (0 were continued 


by him all bfs time. 


After whoſe death, William-Rufus his Son, 
in like manner Continued the ſame Laws, 
during his life, 

' And after his death, King Henry the firſt, his- 
Father, ſucceeding him to the Crown, by his 
Charter Confirmed all the Laws of the Forreſt 
mare by St, Edward the Confeſlo?, as appears 
by the Book kept in the Exchequer, called Liber - 
rubrus, cap, \x. Legum ſuarum:-UUhich Laws of 
Forreſt {0'continued during all the life time 
of the ſaith Heary the firſt, - 

After whoſe deceaſe, Kfng Stephen by His 
Chatter Confirmed all the ſatd Laws, 4 -4

Atter whole death,. King Henry the ſecond,

many particulars, but 10t withour. great Al- 

terations,and Abditions, Fo2 he doth, 18 any 
by his ſatd Charter, Recite and Declare the 
nature of the Laws of the Foreſt, and in what 
ſenfe they were taken, and ated, 92 how tnter- 
p2eted- 02 conſtrued tn times paſt; and wherein 
they do differ from the, Common Law of the 
Kingdom; And that the Kings of England be-. 
fo2e that time, and he himletf even then, might 
make a Foreſt tn any place of the Realm, wherr:

Inheritances ofany of Their, 92 His Subjeas, 
as in Their, o2 His own Ocinelſn Lands; 
Which unlimitted, and niaccountavle Power, 
clatmed by the Kings ofEngland th thoir times, 
by colour of the Foreſt Laws, over the Btrth- 
rights and Jnheritances of thetr Subjects ,

Which rigozous Execution of the Foreſt 
Laws continued during the life of Henry the 
ſecond, and both the Refgns of Richard the firſt, 
and Ring John; Every one of which kings did 
datly increaſe thoſe Dppreſſions, by making 
moe Mew Fozeſts tn the Lands of thetr Sub- 
jects, to There rene Jmpoveriſhment. 

And this Wilchtef was not at ail remedyed, 
until the making of Charta de Foreſta by Henry 
the third, publtſhed tn the ninth year of his 
Beign, which was afterwards Confirmed, and 
Enlarged by Edward tho firſt his ſon:TUherebytt 
ts pzovtded , That all Foreſts that Hen. 3.Rich. 
r. and King John had Affoieſted and made of 
the Lands, Meadows, Paſtures, 02 Woods of anÞ 
of their Subjects (being not the demeaſn 
Lands of the Crown) ſhould be Diſaffozeſted 
agatn. Fo2 thoſe three Kings laſt menttoned, 
had ( in their times) Aﬀozeſted ſo much of their 
Subjects Lands, That the greateſt part of the 
Kingdom was then Converted into Foreſts.

-Purlicu , 02 Pourallee, is a Circuit of 
Owund adjoyning unto the Foreſr, Cir- 
Lumſcribd with immovable Boundaries, 
known onlp by matter of Recozd; This Com- 
pals of G20und_ was once Foreſt , and after- 
wards Diſfafforeſted by the Perambulations 
made fo2 the ſevering the J2ew FEoreſrs from 
the Dld, This Pourallee began at the firſt af- 
ker this manner, viz. When King Henry the 
11. came firſt to be King ofEngland, which was 
Anno Domunt 1154. De took fuch gu delight 
in the Foreſts of this Kingdom, That ( being 
not contented wit tou be found here, though 
many. and - large ) he began, within a few 
ears atter his coming to the Crown, to 
nlarge divers Gzeat Foreſts, and to- Aﬀeoreſt 
the Lands of Þis Subjects that any way 
were near adjoyning:unto thoſe Foreſts , ano 
ſo they continued during his Refgn. 

After whoſe death, King $cb, x, DULLLeD- 
ing him to the Throne, within ſome thozt 
time after his coming to the Crown, _ 
to follow the Erample of Ken. 2. Þis Father, 
not only in the delight and pleaſtire he von 
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fn-Foreſts,butalſo tn dafly Aﬀoreſting theLands 
of his Subjects that any way lay near'to His 
Foreſts ; by means whereof, the {nlarging of 
Foreſts DID datly tncreaſe during His Reign. ' 

After whoſe deceaſe, King John, His B20- 
ther, coming to the Crown, dtd, it like man- 
ner , ſoon afterwarys begin by little! ano 
littls to follow the Examples of His Father 
and Bother, fn Afﬀoreſting the Lands'of his 

Subjecs,that lay any way near unto his Foreſts, 

ſo that the greateſt part of the Lands of the 

Kingdom was become Foreſt. Andthus they 

continued until the 19th year of his Retgn, at 

which time, in regard this grievance was tot 

particularly fnjurious unto a ſmall number, o2 

the meaneſt perſons, but generally to all de- 

gres of People, divers.
